“We went out on the deck to see 
what was going on ... and I heard 
three shots,” Turton said. 

Then it was quiet. All she could 
see were flashing reds and blues 
down by the creek. 

A little while later, Braybrook 
hauled on his boots and hopped 
into his pickup. He wanted to find 
out what was going on. 

“I was inside by the screen win¬ 
dow and I heard (the police) yell, 
‘come out of the truck and put 
your arms in the air,’" Turton said. 

Officers had surrounded the 
truck and had their rifles pointed 
at her boyfriend, who was still sil¬ 
ting in the driver’s seat. 

“He told them he was just trying 
to find out what was going on and 
they told him they’d talk later and 
that he needed to get out and get 
on the ground.” 

Police called Turton to identify 
her boyfriend. She believes the 
police thought he was the sus¬ 
pect, trying to flee in a stolen 
truck. 

A little while later, police told 
her and Braybrook to pack what 
they wanted and leave, they’d call 
them back when it was safe. They 
never did say what was going on, 
she said. 

Diane Page was also curious 
about what was going on in the 
neighbourhood. She woke to 
police sirens and saw them fly by. 

“I called the RCMP ... and they 
said stay in the house,” she said. 

There were roadblocks along 
the road and a helicopter circling 
overhead. She saw on T.V. what 
had happened later. 

“Holy crap. All these people 
were here for one guy," she said. 

Police arrested the suspect at 
8:30 a.m. He was found in the 
bush 8(H) metres from his truck 
and was taken to the Didsbury 
hospital with iryuries from the 
police dogs.

Man arrested by Didsbury RCMP answers to CBSA

A U.S. man caught by 
Didsbury RCMP earlier 
this month, admitted to 
working illegally at a con¬ 
struction site in 
Edmonton while visiting 
friends and family in the 
area. 

Constance Augustine, 
39, was given a one-year 
exclusion order from 
Canada after pleading 
guilty to charges under 
the Immigration and 
Refugee Protection Act of 
working without authori¬ 
zation. 

Augustine (lew into the 
Calgary International 
Airport from the U.S. last 
June and was granted a 
six-month visitor pass to 
see friends and family. 
Sometime between then 
and August he started 
working for a construc¬ 
tion firm in Edmonton, 
said Lisa White, 
spokesperson for the 
Canadian Border Services 
Agency. 

He was busted this 
month after Didsbury 
RCMP pulled him over for 
speeding near Westcott 


Road and suspected he 
was working without a 
permit. He was arrested in 
violation of the 
Immigration Act, Aug. 8, 
and later handed over to 
border authorities. 

Augustine has since 
been released on condi¬ 
tion and is waiting for 
removal. There is no set 
date. 

Augustine wasn’t the 
only II.S. citizen to be 
trii'd for working illegally 
in Alberta. Last Monday 
Catherine Ann Smith, 47, 
w’as sentenced to 14 days 
in jail for unlawfully 
entering Canada and 
working without authori¬ 
zation. She also has a 
deportation order. 

At her trial last Monday, 
Smith admitted she has 
been in Canada, without 
leaving, since June 2006 
and had snuck into the 
country by walking across 
a farmer’s field. She had 
been refused entry at the 
Coutts border crossing 
several days earlier. 

The court heard that she 
has been working as a 
waitress at Porky’s Bar 
and Grill in Ashmont, 
Alta., for the last three 
years - it’s where border 


authorities busted her 
after receiving an anony¬ 
mous tip. 

White, with CBSA, said 
14 people have been pros¬ 
ecuted in Alberta since 
2008 for toiling without 
visas. Another 12 are cur¬ 
rently before the courts. 

They don’t have con¬ 
crete numbers about how 
many people have been 
removed from the 
province for working ille¬ 
gally but estimate that of 
the 2. r >0 to 20. r > sent out of 
country between 2008 and 
2009, two-thirds were for 
non-criminal reasons, 
including failed refugee 
claimants and illegal 
workers. 

In a 2007 report, the 
RCMP estimated the num¬ 
ber of undocumented 
workers in Canada ranged 
from 200,000 to 600,000. 

“I’m not sure it’s 
because of the economy 
(that Alberta is seeing 
U.S. illegal workers) ... 
lots of people were com¬ 
ing in before that through 
the temporary foreign 
worker program," she 
said. 

And some weren’t leav¬ 
ing when their permit 
expired.

Economy cools down

With the U.S. recovery on a backwards 
slide, Canadian economists are wondering 
if we’re heading towards a double-dip 
recession. 

“There’s definitely more of a risk of that 
happening now than we would have 
believed six months ago," said Todd 
Ilirsch, senior economist with ATB 
Financial. 

“We thought the U.S. economy was 
recovering nicely but it turns out that was 
all smoke and mirrors. Government pro¬ 
grams and government spending were the 
only things propping up that economy and 
those are ending." 

Ilirsch said a shaky U.S. economy has 
Canadian experts wondering how well 
we’ll be able to perform, especially if 
demand for crude oil falls across the bor¬ 
der. 

David Roseberg, a high profile Bay 
Street bear and chief economist at Gluskin 
Sheff & Associates, has raised his forecast 
for another slide into recession to a 67 per 
cent chance now up from 45 per cent a 
month ago. He points to factors such as a 
sharper slowdown than expected in the 
Chinese economy, which drives the 
demand for commodities like copper and 
aluminium. 

He also cites the Economic Cycle 
Research Institute’s weekly leading eco¬ 
nomic index that has dropped to a point 
lower than the worst level of the 1990-91 
recession. 

Not all forecasts are gloomy. The 
Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce 
argues the likelihood of a double-dip 
recession is slim, however, the pace of 
growth in the U.S. and Canadian 
economies will slow over the next six 
months. 

Canada saw a six per cent growth in the 
first quarter, which will taper off to about 
three per cent in the next, said Krishen 
Rangasamy, economist for CIBC. 


“We will slow down considerably after 
that very, very strong first quarter but I 
think we expected this especially with the 
slowdown in the U.S. ... but I think talk of 
disaster (and recession) is a little prema¬ 
ture.” 

Ilirsch adds the real indicators on what 
will happen with the economy could come 
from watching energy prices, especially 
those in Alberta. 

Right now prices seem to be wobbling, 
jumping to $80 a barrel one week and 
falling to $75 the next, as investors decide 
what kind of global market they’re operat¬ 
ing in. 

Consumers are also trying to gauge the 
numbers - wondering if now is the time to 
buy a new home or car.

“This happened all very quickly ... we 
were all roses and rainbows six months 
ago,” Ilirsch said. 

“We were seeing pretty good growth in 
the first quarter but what is getting to us 
now are these signs that the U.S. economy 
is sputtering out; we are very dependent 
on them for exports.” 

Local families and organizations say 
whatever is happening in the market today 
- they are still feeling the effects of the 
2008-2009 downturn. They have never real¬ 
ly seen the recovery that market experts 
were talking about earlier this year. 

Lee-Anne Akister was told last June she 
and several other school support staff 
workers in Didsbury wouldn’t have jobs 
this fall.

Turton, who had come 
back to feed her horses, 
said she saw police in dark 
clothes and camouflage 
walk out of the woods “like 
bugs out of a bush." They 
were holding a guy with his 
arms behind his back, she 
said. 

“It’s bizarre. Nothing like 
this ever happens here.” 

Christopher Ryan 

Morrill, 31, has been 
arrested. He is an Elkton 
Valley-area resident, who 
is known to police. 

He’s been charged with 
discharging a firearm, 
uttering death threats, 
fiight from a peace officer, 
dangerous operation of a 
motor vehicle, careless use 
of a firearm and posses¬ 
sion of a weapon danger¬ 
ous to the public peace. 

As for the man who wits 
originally threatened - he 
apparently slept through 
the whole thing, police 
said. 

During a brief appear¬ 
ance before Judge Les 
Grieve in Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court Monday, Morrill 
adjourned his show cause 
or hail hearing until 
Wednesday, lit' appeared 
in custody wearing a T- 
shirt, jeans and leg 
shackles. 

Morrill spoke only 
briefly, telling the judge 
that lie was attempting to 
retain a lawyer. He asked 


that the case be put over 
for two days so he can pre¬ 
pare for Wednesday’s bail 
hearing. 

Crown prosecutor Roy 
Smith told the judge the 
Crown will be proceeding 
by indictment on all six 
charges, meaning if there 
is a conviction the Crown 
will be seeking the more 
severe punishment. 

The Crown has not made 
an election in case (when it 


will decide which level of 
court will hear the 
charges) and no pleas have 
been entered. 

Following court, prose¬ 
cutor Smith said the 
Crown will be seeking 
Morrill’s detention at 
Wednesday’s bail hearing, 
which will take place by 
closed circuit TV from the 
Calgary Remand Centre.

Councillors are rethinking their decision to keep 
Southridgo Valley Park a natural area after picking up a 
petition front residents ktst week. 

Fifty people front the Sonthridge neighbourhood signed 
a petition this month that calls for park maintenance. The 
town office has also fielded more than a half dozen com¬ 
plaints about the green space since .Inly. 

“The park is an absolute disgrace ... no one living 
against it likes the condition it’s in," said Terry Dolan, the 
woman behind the petition. 

Dolan said she noticed how bad the park had gotten, 
hist spring. In 2009, things were looking up when the town 
put in trees and a creek bed. 

“Now weeds are choking out those trees and grasses are 
growing out of control... 1 have seen natural parks before 
and they look nothing like this," she said. 

Fed up with the sight, she contacted the public works 
department and was told the park was no longer main¬ 
tained because it was a natural park. It's the same line 
other residents have gotten when they’ve called in to com¬ 
plain, she said. 

According to the town, it made the switch in 2008 when 
it was decided that it would cost less to let the area grow 
wild than to handle the ongoing challenge of cutting grass 
on a steep incline - although the town hasn’t yet provided 
a number on how much money the change has saved. 

Residents in the area have always been opposed to the 
natural area. According to reports from the Town of 
Didsbury, they got 11 complaints immediately after the 
transition and six in the first six months of 2010. 

In light of ongoing complaints - and a report front for¬ 
mer public works manager Charlie Macdonald about fire 
concerns - council reconsidered maintaining the area. 
But they decided last July to keep it as is. That sparked 
renewed frustration front local residents, including 
Dolan. 

She went door to door collecting signatures. In an e- 
tttail to Dolan, Mayor Brian Wittal assured her the petition 
would “make a difference.” 

He said he planned to take the document to the council 
meeting Sept. 7 with a recommendation council reconsid¬ 
er the natural area designation for the park and put it 
back on a regular maintenance schedule. 

Dolan is pleased but she can’t help hut wonder why 
council didn’t discuss the change with residents at the 
start.

Students 
need to be 
protected

With the new school year about to get underway, stu¬ 
dents, parents, teachers and staff are all gearing up for 
another year of education excellence. 

An exciting time for catching up w ith old friends and 
meeting new friends too, the start of the school year is 
also a time when the overall school community is 
renewed and refreshed. 

And while schools are centres of learning for stu¬ 
dents of all ages, they can also be one of the key 
places where young people can find refuge from 
abuse and neglect. 

In an effort to ensure that every student in the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division is safe and secure, 
the division has adopted a comprehensive policy 
aimed at protecting youngsters from neglect and 
abuse. 

Policy No. 3-1(1 states: “It is the responsibility of the divi¬ 
sion to ensure that procedures are set forth and followed 
whereby any suspected case of child abuse or neglect is 
reported to the Department of Social Services ora peace 
officer." 

While most students have abuse- and neglect-free lives, 
some youngsters, unfortunately, do find themselves in sit¬ 
uations where the people who are supposed to be their 
protectors are anything but. 

Chinook’s Edge’s Policy No. .'1-1(1 is an excellent tool for 
ensuring that child abusers cannot hide in the shadows - 
and the division should be applauded for having it in place. 

Anyone who suspects a child he or she knows may lx* 
suffering abuse or neglect is encouraged to contact 
school officials and police without delay. 


With our long history of “getting it right" the second, 
third and fourth times around I can understand the posi¬ 
tion our mayor and council now find themselves in. The 
dilemma(s) only compound with all the new territory that 
they have added to manage the development and mainte¬ 
nance of. As long as future politicians in our town have

Cap-in-hand approach doesn’t work 


The recent announcement by 
Canadian National Railways to close 
an additional 52 producer car sites 
to the 55 sites already delisted by 
both railways in recent years is a 
clear indication that Western farm¬ 
ers are paying dearly for not having 
united into an effective farm union. 

The “rationalization” or central¬ 
ization of grain delivery points w as 
predicted in the 1970s, but the vast 
nuyority of farmers paid no heed. 

Throughout the intervening 


years Western farmers have had the 
powers of the Canadian Wheat 
Board reduced, the Crow rate for 
hauling export grain eliminated, rail 
branch lines abandoned, and farmer 
owned grain handling facilities taken 
over by the private corporate sector. 

As they were during the Dirty ‘30s, 
fanners are once again virtually at 
the mercy of unscrupulous grain 
merchants. 

Thanks to a compliant federal 
government catering to the private 


corporate sector, farmers’ opportuni¬ 
ty to bypass the merchants through 
the use of producer cars is gradually 
being eliminated. 

The cap-in-hand approach 
advocated by several self-interest 
farm groups clearly does not work. 

It is no surprise that the current situ¬ 
ation finds many fanners gmmbling 
about the need for direct action!

I, too, am one of the residents 
whose property backs onto the park. 
I find the park a disgrace to the 
Town of Didsbury, so I took it upon 
myself to contact the Parks and 
Pathways Department with my con¬ 
cerns. 1 was informed that the park 
is designated as a “nature park" and 
that this designation could be 
changed if I had the fortitude to 
make the change. The change would 
require me to canvass my neigh¬ 
bours and obtain 50 signatures of 
those who agree with a change. 
Therefore, I canvassed my neigh¬ 
bours, obtained the 50 signatures 
and presented them to Charlie 
Macdonald, manager of public- 
works. Mr. Macdonald presented my 
petition to Mr. Wittal, tin- mayor, 


who informed me that they w ill be 
taking the petition to the next coun¬ 
cil meeting on Sept. 7 with a recom¬ 
mendation to council to reconsider 
thi- natural area designation for the 
park and to put it back on a regular 
maintenance moving schedule. I 
would hope with all my efforts of 
obtaining the 50 signatures, along with 
the numerous complaints and letters 
to the editor from other residents, that 
this change will take place. 

Like previous residents who have 
written letters to the newspaper, I, 
too, would like- Councillor Bob 
Davidson to look into the park every 
day and explain to us what he thinks 
“looks good.” I was also quite dis¬ 
mayed to read that Court. Davidson 
supposes there is a safety concern. 


What exactly does “supposes” 
mean? This “nature park" is 
absolutely a huge safety concent in 
our neighbourhood. Even the man¬ 
ager of public works has expressed 
his opinion over tin- safety concern 
stating this could become a fire haz¬ 
ard.

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Hip Hip Hooray! Scouts celebrate 100 years

It’s been three decades since Joyce 
Mullen threatened to bans anyone’s ears 
from the rafters- but it still carries weight. 

She sat at the head table Saturday after¬ 
noon during the 100-year Scouts celebra¬ 
tion and reunion, looking like the matri¬ 
arch of the local scouts movement -and 
after 70 years of service, she very well 
might be. 

“So who’s going to come up here and 
share some of their memories - good or 
bad - about Cubs," called out the former 
Cub leader. 

Over 100 people at the Memorial 
Complex went silent as she looked around 
the room expectantly. Four men smiled at 
each other from across the table like they 
were sharing an inside joke and slowly, 
they drifted up to the mike. 

On Saturday, Didsbury became the first 
of five communities to celebrate a century 
of scouting and although the day marked 
many things - from the organization’s roots 
to its first member, Ernie Clark - it was also 
about Joyce Mullen. 

The 90-year-old has been at the heart of 
the movement for more than half her life 
and a hero to the local boys. 

Lieutenant Governor Donald Ft hell and 
his wife, the Honourable Linda Ethell, who 
attended the event, acknowledged Mullen’s 
contribution in their salute to the organiza¬ 
tion. She s<U in her wheelchair to their left. 

“What a great lady ... I'm sure that the 
young people who have met her through her 
(70 years) of scouting and others over the 
years have learned a great deal from her and 
I can’t think of a better role model,” Ethell 
said. 

Mullen presented him with a drawing she 
made of the Didsbury train station as a 
token of her appreciation. 

“I le is just so great ... you can talk to him 
about anything," she said, smiling ear to ear. 

Whi'n Ethell left, the aiuiiversary celebra¬ 
tion turned into a more intimate Scouts 
reunion - and the last one Mullen plans to 
host. 

“I just wanted to end this on a high note 
and this is definitely it,” she said. 

During the event Linda Rose, Scouts 
commissioner, earned a 30-year service 
pin. Mullen also passed on her Akela (or 
leader) log to the Didsbury Museum and a 
hand-carved staff to the current Cub 
leader. She talked about Ernie Clark, a 
member of t he first scouting group of 1910. 
Without him and his photos of his days 
with the organization we would never have 
known the Scouts are 100 years old, Mullen 
said. 

The day was also about storytelling - and 
there were lots of those.

Tim Gardiner, who was in Cubs from 
1971-75, told the audience about a trip his 
group won to Calgary. It was the opening of 
the 1972 western flick, Jeremiah Johnson. 

They caught the movie and then went to 
Peters’ Drive-In for burgers. 

“Some of the guys started jacking around 
in the back on our way home - and I’m not 
saying I was one of them - and Akela turned 
her head around,” he said. 

“Before you know it there are fence posts 
flying over our heads ... it took us hours to 
get home because she had to stop at each 
house and explain what had happened and 
that we were till right .” 

Then there was the story about Terry 
Stevenson - who helped set his friends bro¬ 
ken arm with a tom handkerchief and 
shoelace. 

Skinner had been bucked off his horse 
and broke his amt in two places. 

Stevenson, who’ll been carrying a hand¬ 
kerchief, tore a piece and dipped it in a 
nearby creek. He wrapped it around his 
friend’s amt and made a makeshift before 
sending for help. 

A nurse on duty at the hospital where 
Skinner was taken, called Mullen and 
asked her if she could do anything to 
reward Stevenson. 

“She told me that if he hadn’t wet that 
handkerchief and put it on his arm, then it 
would have swelled and they would have 
to break it again the next day ... I told her

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Barn jam much more than beer

Cheese presses, Bud beer memorabilia and music might 
seem like an odd combination for a fundraising event - 
but for Tom Schemionek it’s perfect harmony. 

The third annual Bud Barn Jam this Saturday is not only 
geared towards showing off Schemionek’s 20,000 
Budweiser treasures and raising money for the Didsbury 
Volunteer Fire Department. It’s also meant to share a little 
of the local history. 

“We have some deep roots here in Neapolis and we 
w«mt to share that with people too," Schemionek said. 

“The bam itself has been around since 1919.” 

The latest artifacts on display this year are 19th century 
tools from the old cheese factory - a few properties down 
from the bam. People will be able to see everything from 
an old scale to cheese presses. 

Cheese production stopped around 1980 but for years 
local farmers would bring milk from their cows to the fac¬ 
tory. Wheels of cheddar were produced six days a week in 
large blocks that weighed anywhere from 80 to 90 
pounds. 

“There had to be a real big man there to turn the crank 
on the cheese press, let me tell you ... and then they had 
to wrap the cheese in cloth and wax it before putting it in 
the cold storage room," said Ed Peters. 

Peters’ father was on the board of the Cheese Factory. 
He can recall people hauling their milk pails to the facto¬ 
ry in the morning and then filling them with whey - sweet 
fluid left over from curdled cheese - to bring back to their 


pigs. 

As a boy, he'd scamper into the factory to tiy and sneak 
free samples. It was some of the best cheese around, he 
said. 

“The cheese would sit in this great big vat in crumbles 
during the afternoon and we’d go in there and grab a cou¬ 
ple with our fingers and oh man, was it ever good," Peters 
said. 

“It was even better when they put salt on it.” 

One thing people “would have a hard time believing" is 
that much of the cheese was sent to Ontario to make a 
type of Cheese Whiz, he added. 

The thick blocks would be melted down and sent back 
to Neapolis in wooden boxes. It was sold in the local gen¬ 
eral store for three or four times as much. 

“You don’t see that anymore ... now Cheese Whiz is all 
sold in jars.” 

The cheese factory ran until 1960, when farmers started 
to travel to larger centres to sell their product. A family 
bought the factory a few years later and made German 
specialty cheese -known as the Rocky Mountain brand. 
When the family couldn’t operate it anymore it was sold 
to Foothills Creamery and now sits empty and unused. 

But the locals still remember. 

“It was an important part of the community ... there’s a 
lot of history around these parts that we’d rather not 
lost',” said Dave Smith, who also grew up in the area. 

Events like the Bud Bam Jam can help if they bring 
attention to history. Many people have no idea the sleepy 
farming community used to be a bustling area, with a fac¬ 
tory, general store and several schools.

Movie Experts set up shop in Olds, 
Sundre but pass on Didsbury

While an independent video rental store 
w ill be filling the gap in Olds, Sundre and 
Innisfail, left by the now defunct Movie 
Gallery, no one has announced intentions 
of setting up shop in Didsbury 

As of the week of Aug. 8, all 181 Movie 
Gallery stores across Canada closed after 
a six week hid by the company to liqui¬ 
date over $88 million of merchandise, 
leaving many area communities without a 
movie rental store. 

Movie Gallery’s U.S. parent company, 
Movie Gallery Inc., has been operating 
under Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection 
from creditors since Feb. 10. The 
Canadian stores were not part of the U.S. 
court filing. 

Proceeds from the liquidation sale are 
expected to be used to fund a proposal 
by the company to pay its Canadian 
creditors, including landlords and 
employees. 

Elaine DeGray said she couldn’t sit idly 
by and watch as area towns lost their only 
video rental store. 

“I know what would happen in our com¬ 
munity without a rental place,” said 
DeGray. “The people that like movies, 
they’re pretty upset.” 

The self-professed movie buff owns and 
operates Video Box Office in Cochrane 
and in June, decided she would add three 
more stores to her proprietorship. 

Under the name Movie Experts, DeGray 
plans to open a movie rental store in 
Sundre in September, Olds in mid- 
September and Innisfail at a later date, all 
in the former locations of the Movie 
Gallery stores. 

DeGray said she would not be moving 
into the Didsbury market, citing that she 
has “enough on my plate" with the three 


other stores. 

Movie Experts provides marketing and 
operational services to over 800 inde¬ 
pendent video stores across Canada. 

Member stores preserve their unique 
store image and independence while ben¬ 
efiting from the ideas and experience of 
other storeowners. 

By the time the stores open, DeGray 
said the communities will have gone four 
months without access to new movies 
from a video rental store in their towns. 

“Weil be backdating those movies and 
bringing them forward,” she said. “People 
have lost their video store as they know it 
but we’ll be coming in offering a fresh 
new face.” 

DeGray said the stores will be set up 
differently than Movie Gallery was. 

“We categorize movies, we just don’t 
put up new releases and call them new 
releases.” 

Staff recruitment is currently ongoing 
and once store setup is complete, she’ll 
be throwing open the doors on what she 
plans on being a sucessful venture. 

The fact that Movie Gallery officials 
blamed competition from other sources 
like the Internet for the company’s 
demise doesn’t deter the 19-year movie 
rental store veteran. 

“I do believe there’s still a place for 
video,” said DeGray. “There’s always a 
segment of the community like me. I just 
want to go to the store and get what I 
want.” 

Movie rental stores offer an experience 
customers don’t get from other sources of 
movie rentals, she said. 

“It isn’t even all about the movie. 
People like to go on an outing, pick out a 
movie, picking pizza up, putting on their 
pyjamas and sitting down with the family 
to watch a movie. It’s the experience of 
doing it,” she said.

Lieutenant Governor salutes scouts

Alberta’s Lieutenant Governor, Donald Ethell and his wife 
the Honourable Linda Ethell, took their place at the front of 
the parade, Saturday, to help celebrate 100 years of scout¬ 
ing history.

badge to him in Victoria, where he also served as a Scouts 
master. 

He hopes to one day be able to give the same award to 
young people here its Alberta’s Scout patron. 

“It’s important to celebrate any 100-year milestone, espe¬ 
cially Scouts,” he said.
